5-month 
old baby 
is dead

A more than five-month cru¬ 
sade for life ended quietly Sun¬ 
day for little Hannah Nicole 
Kadau, Romulus' tiniest citizen. 

Hannah, who was born on 
Sept 29,1995 weighing only 15 1/2 
ounces, succumbed to the effects 
of pneumonia and influenza at 
the University of Michigan Hospi¬ 
tals in Ann Arbor 

The Rev. Brad Lewis, pastor of 
the Community United Methodist 
Church of Romulus, stunned his 
congregation on Sunday, when he 
announced in an emotion-filled 
voice “It doesn’t look good for 
Hannah. She now needs a mira¬ 
cle.” 

The tiny daughter of church 
members, Roger and Paula 
Kadau, died approximately six 
hours later, a day or two after be¬ 
ing taken off numerous life sup¬ 
port systems. 

Hannah faced numerous phys¬ 
ical challenges in her short life, 
but she overcame most of them. 
She grew to about three pounds 
and 10 ounces, her mother said. 
Her most recent medical prob¬ 
lems occurred on Feb. 29, a day 
after she underwent an operation 
to remove scar tissue from her in¬ 
testines that had developed after 
an earlier operatioa 

The sprightly infant developed 
pneumonia and influenza and 
she had to be re-attached to nu¬ 
merous tubes at the U of M inten¬ 
sive care unit 

Recently Hannah’s chance of 
coming home to Romulus looked 
so strong, U of M doctors were 
training Paula in the art of tube 
feeding the infant At that time 
many tubes had been removed 
from Hannah, all except her food 
tube. 

After being stricken with pneu¬ 
monia, U of M doctors fought 
feverishly to save little Hannah’s 
life, even using some drugs that 
literally made Hannah comatose 
in hopes that her lungs would 
heal quicker 

When all physical efforts ap¬ 
peared to be failing, former Com¬ 
munity United Methodist Church 
pastor J.D. Landis and two other 
area ministers joined Lewis in a 
“hands on” prayer effort at the 
hospitaL 

A day or two later, doctors told 
the Kadau’s that they had used 
every known source to revive 
Hannah, but her likelihood of sur¬ 
viving was almost nil 

Hannah’s mother (who had 
spent almost every waking hour 
with Hannah since her birth) and 
father decided they needed some 
private time with their daughter, 
knowing her end was near 

On Tuesday, hundreds of area 
Christians and other supporters 
turned out from 2 to 9 p.m. at

The school trustees said the 
decision was for this year only.

She was cited also for “her 
countless contributions to our 
school system” and the board ex¬ 
tended its “best wishes for an en¬ 
joyable and rewarding retire¬ 
ment” 

The board acknowledged also 
the pending retirement of anoth¬ 
er bus driver, Betty Lenossi, who 
will step down from service on 
March 29. Lenossi has announced 
plans to run for the Romulus 
School Board following her re¬ 
tirement 

The board trustees also ap¬ 
proved a resolution that will be 
read later this month at the offi¬ 
cial honoring of Hilda Block as

Block, owner of a local flower 
and vegetable outlet in Romulus, 
will be cited at a formal dinner on 
March 22. 

Superintendent Dr. William 
Bedell and Curriculum Director 
Thomas Dolan also reported on 
their recent visit to San Diego for 
a Josten’s Conference. 

Bedell said that about 150 per¬ 
sons from across the U.S. attend¬ 
ed the conference and reportedly 
were impressed with the Romu¬ 
lus use of Josten’s technology. 

Both Bedell and Dolan spoke 
at the conference and their costs 
were covered by Jostens. 

Dolan told the group that Ro¬ 
mulus’ technology for its kinder¬ 
garten through sixth grade is sec¬ 
ond tc none in the U.S. 

But Trustee Judith Gondek 
complained that Jostens’ publicity 
cites their technology only for in¬ 
creases in Romulus students’ 
grades. 

“Actually it was the dedicated 
and intense teamwork of parents, 
teachers, administrators and stu¬ 
dents that lead to those test score 
improvements in addition to the 
modern technology,” Gondek 
stressed. 


A forfeiture hearing concern¬ 
ing property seized from the 
Kathy Ann Frye family will be 
held in the 34th District Court on 
July 1, Assistant Wayne County 
Prosecutor Mary Sue Czamecki 
revealed Tuesday. 

The property was seized by the 
prosecutor’s office following 
FYye’s conviction of 40 embezzle¬ 
ment complaints involving the 
family of a neighboring 
Alzheimer’s patient 

Frye was convicted on March 
9, 1995 of embezzling about 
$375,000 from the bank account of 
Helene Pack, a 78-year-old neigh¬ 
bor, who she had been hired to as¬ 
sist in shopping and doctor visits, 
etc. 

Police claim that FYye was able 
to dupe Pack into removing her 
husband. Richard’s, name from 
some certificates of deposit and 
adding her (Frye’s) name instead. 

The CD’s valued at about 
$115,000 and $114,000 were re¬ 
portedly cashed by Frye, police 
report. Other money from the 
Pack family banking accounts al¬ 
so were stolen, police said. 

Czamecki said two days have 
been set aside for the forfeiture 
hearing at the 34th District Court, 
during which time a full line of 
testimony will take place. 

Efforts will be made at the 
hearing to allow the seized bonds, 
vehicles, etc. to be turned over to 
Pack’s husband as partial restitu¬ 
tion for the lost family funds. 

Czamecki said “we are seeking 
to create a small piece of justice 
in this case, since the Pack’s will 
never receive full restitutioa” 

An added concern is that Pack 
has had to recently place his wife 
into a nursing home because of 
her medical condition. Pack is 
concerned about being able to 
pay the heavy nursing home fee 
for a long period of time, since his 
funds have been so seriously de¬ 
pleted. 

Late last summer, the Pack

family members were emotional¬ 
ly shaken when they heard ru¬ 
mors that FYye might be released 
on a tether, despite the fact she 
had been sentenced to a three-to- 
five year term. 

It was urged that letters be sent 
immediately to the state Depart¬ 
ment of Corrections by County 
Prosecutor John O’Hair and Ro¬ 
mulus Mayor Beverly McAnally. 

Those letters were sent and 
O’Hair urged that “although FYye 
may not be considered a violent 
criminal, it is my opinion that any 
individual who preys on the inca¬ 
pacitated and elderly deserves 
more than a slap on the hand for 
their conduct 

“If Ms. Frye is released to a 
tether program, she will return to 
her home which is next door to 
that of the victims,” O’Hair stated. 

McAnally added in her letter 
“She (FYye) betrayed the trust of 
her elderly neighbors and should 
not be released to continue to vic¬ 
timize other frail, elderly and 
trusting citizens.” 

The prosecutor’s office has 
been informed that FYye will not 
be eligible for release until 1997. 

But all involved in the case feel 
that everyone needs to remain 
vigilant in the case, since mistak¬ 
en releases of prisoners have oc¬ 
curred in the past

A request to have the City 
Council approve a special land 
use for a TVler Street day care 
center that would allow it to hike 
its children served count fYom six 
to 32 was postponed Wednesday 
by the applicant 

Patricia Marinello, who oper¬ 
ates a day care center at 38367 
Tyler Road, is seeking to enlarge 
the enrollment at her day care 
center located in a home in a zone 
listed as single family residential. 

She took the application to the 
Planning Commission on Feb. 22, 
which recommended that the 
council deny the application after 
hearing from residents who both 
favored and opposed the day care 
position.

A report from Gary Wilson of 
McKenna Associates stated that 
Pat’s Tiny Tots-Day Care site is lo¬ 
cated on five acres of property 
and is currently licensed by the 
state for six or less children. 

Wilson also recommended that 
the request be denied. 

Also postponed was a special 
land use approval for Seko Air 
Freight Inc. to use a 19,300 square 


foot light industrial building for 
an air freight operation at 7010 
Metroplex Drive. 

The request was supported by 
the Planning Commission subject 
to the recommendations of Gary 
Wilson of McKenna Associates 
Inc. 

Wilson recommended that a 10 
by 50 foot loading space be desig¬ 
nated, additional landscape be 
added and a trash receptacle be 
provided.

Dole has been the GOP 
front-runner, but needs to ce¬ 
ment across-the- nation sup¬ 
port in the primaries to take a 
strong stand in the November 
vote. 

Buchanan’s anti-NAFTA 
stance has fueled support 
among workers who fear job 
loss though free trade agree¬ 
ments. Millionaire Forbes 
gained some support with his 
flat income tax proposal, but 


also drew negative comments 
from those reluctant to loss 
current tax deductions. 

Alexander proposes a $1 
billion “GI Bill for kids” for ed¬ 
ucation and pledges not to 
raise taxes if elected. 

On the tax issue, Dole en- 
dorsed a constitutional 
amendment that would re¬ 
quire three-fifths majority to 
approve tax increases and 
stated that a family of four 


earning $30,000 should not pay 
income tax. Buchanan pro¬ 
poses a 15 percent flat tax, 
keeping mortgage-interest and 
charitable deductions and ex¬ 
empting the first $25,000 in in¬ 
come for a family of four. 

Alexander, Dole and 
Buchanan all favor a school- 
choice voucher and all would 
deny social services to illegal 
immigrants, and all three 
would close the Department of 


Education, with Alexander 
also choosing to close the En¬ 
ergy Department and turning 
the functions of other depart¬ 
ments to the states. Buchanan 
would close HUD, the Com¬ 
merce Department and the 
Corporation for Public Broad¬ 
casting plus turn the duties of 
the Bureau of Alcohol, To¬ 
bacco and Firearms to the 
FBI. 

Dole favors the closing of 


the Energy, Commerce and 
HUD departments plus the 
Corporation for Public Broad¬ 
casting. 

After the March Primary, 17 
additional states will conduct 
Presidential Primaries. 

The last primaries, on June 
4, will be staged by Alabama, 
Montana, New Jersey and New 
Mexico, following by five 
months of campaigning for the 
presidency.

On Tuesday, voters in Michi¬ 
gan, Illinois, Ohio and Wiscon¬ 
sin will cast their ballots in 
presidential primaries. 

President Bill Clinton is the 
lone Democrat in the race, and 
members of his party had an 
opportunity to participate in a 
Democratic Caucus on Satur¬ 
day. 

Eight candidates will be 
vying for the votes on Tuesday 
wlien the Republicans mark 
their ballots throughout the 
state. 

Attracting the most media 
attention during the primary 
campaign have been Senate 
Majority Leader Robert Dole, 

Conservative commentator Pa¬ 
trick Buchanan, former Ten- 
nessee governor Lamar 
Alexander and political new¬ 
comer Steve Forbes. 

Vying for the Republican 
nomination for the November 
general election are Alan 
Keyes, Richard Lugar, Robert 
Dorman and Phil Gramm, who 
terminated his run for the of¬ 
fice but is still on the ballot. 

Voters can aslo cast their bal¬ 
lots for an uncommitted dele¬ 
gate.

A March 6 open house at the 
Belleville office of the Be¬ 
lleville Enterprise celebrated 
the 110th anniversary of the 
community newspaper, one of 
six weekly home town new- 
apapers published by Michigan 
Community Newspapers. 

On March 10, 1886, A.E. 
Smith and Roscoe Begole pub¬ 
lished the first edition of the 
Belleville Enterprise in a build¬ 
ing which formerly housed a 
cigar factory. 

For more than a century, the 
newspaper has been pub¬ 
lished weekly/focusing on the 
community news of Belleville, 
Van Buren Township, Sumpter 
Township and the surrounding 
municipalities. At one point, 
the Enterprise and Romulus Ro¬ 
man were published jointly, 
and then each reverted to its 
original status. 

One of the newspaper’s 
long-time readers, 87-year-old 
Velma Kulzer, noted, “I’ve 
been reading the Belleville En¬ 
terprise since I was a little girl 
of 8, and I’m still reading it.” 

Other long-time readers 
brought photographs and rec¬ 
ollections of the past to the cel- 
ebration, which attracted 
scores of area residents and lo¬ 
cal leaders. 

The newspaper was hon¬ 
ored with a proclamation by 
the city of Belleville, naming 
the day of the anniversary cel¬ 
ebration as “Belleville Enter¬ 
prise Day.” 

Belleville Mayor Dennis 
Fassett presented the procla¬ 
mation to Lori Gillespie, staff 
writer, at the March 4 City 
Council meeting, and made a 
second presentation to Michi¬ 
gan Community Newspapers 
owner/publisher Mike Wilcox 
at the anniversary celebration. 

In his remarks, Fassett 
noted that he was impressed 
with the long history of the 
newspaper, some of which he 
had not been aware of until 
the city researched its back¬ 
ground for the proclamation. 

“I’m very proud of the long 
history of the Enterprise. We 
will continue to serve as the 
community newspaper for 
many years in the future,” 
Wilcox said. 

Congratulations also were 
extended by Van Buren 
Township Supervisor David 
Jacokes at the March 5 Towns¬ 
hip Board meeting, and Wayne 
County Commissioner Bruce 
Patterson announced that he 
has submitted a resolution 
hbnoring the newspaper to the 
Wayne County Commission. 

A certification of apprecia¬ 
tion was presented to area his¬ 
torian Robert Doane for his 
dedication to preserving the 
history of the area. A second 
certificate was presented to 
historian Park Gregory.

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Detective nabs 
murder suspect 

Romulus Detective Sgt Gor¬ 
don Malaniak was honored re¬ 
cently by Wayne Police Chief 
John Colligan for his swift ac¬ 
tion and arrest of a murder 
suspect wanted in Wayne. 

Colligan wrote an official 
letter to new Romulus Police 
Chief Charles Kirby stating 
“on the evening of Thursday 
Feb. 15, 1996, a drug related 
homicide occurred in our city. 

“The following day investi¬ 
gators from our department re¬ 
layed the limited amount of 
facts we had concerning the 
suspect to Sgt. Malaniak of 
your department,” the letter 
continued. 

“Within 24 hours of receiv¬ 
ing this information Malaniak 
through his perserverance, in¬ 
vestigative skills and tenacity, 
identified the suspect and in 
fact had the suspect in cus¬ 
tody,” Colligan added. 

The Wayne police chief ex¬ 
tended his thanks to Malaniak 
and other Romulus police offi¬ 
cers for an “excellent job in 
assisting our investigators on 
this case.” 

Kirby sent a copy of the let¬ 
ter to Mayor William Oakley’s 
office and to Malaniak. 

The Romulus police chief 
added a supportive letter from 
his office to Malaniak for his 
“diligent work,” Kirby said. 

Wayne Police Lt Mel Drews 
had reported earlier that Ver¬ 
non Lenard Kato, 21, of Ro¬ 
mulus, had been arrested and 
charged with the murder of 
Wayne resident Michael Allen 
Kamensky’. 

The investigation is con¬ 
tinuing.

Superintendent called outstanding

Wayne-Westland Superin¬ 
tendent Duane H. Moore re¬ 
ceived his first report card 
from the board of education 
following eight months of em¬ 
ployment with the district. 
Moore came on board in July 
of 1995 to replace resigning ad¬ 
ministrator Larry Thomas and 
iron out some of the difference 
that recently divided the 
district. 

The bi-annual evaluation 
conducted by seven members 
of the board of education, ac¬ 
cording to President Francis 
“Bud” Winter, is no different 
than the reviews other district 
administrators undergo dur¬ 
ing a probationary period of 
employment. 

Performance is evaluated 
on a scale of one to five (low to 
high) in seven separate catego¬ 
ries that include: professional 
leadership, curriculum and in¬ 
struction, community rela¬ 
tions, business and finance, 
employee relations, board re¬ 
lations and intergovernmental 
relations. 

“The superintendent, 


through his professional lead¬ 
ership, has undertaken an 
awesome responsibility and 
shown outstanding leadership 
in all aspects of the school dis¬ 
trict,” said Winter. “He con¬ 
tinues to offer constructive 
and productive input and dem¬ 
onstrates his ability to deter¬ 
mine what is and isn’t in the 
best interest of the district. 
The true hallmark of a leader.” 

Each of the seven school 
board members was given an 
opportunity, throughout the 
evaluation process, to give 
opinions and assessments of 
the superintendent in all 
seven categories. Comments 
included: 

• “As an employee of the 
board of education, he has 
demonstrated evidence and 
treats all members equally 
and be responsive to their con¬ 
cerns and inquiries.” 

• “We believe that Dr. 
Moore’s leadership and vision 
for the school district has pro¬ 
vided a positive atmosphere 
which focuses on the student 
and has resulted in our staff 
continuing to improve their 
commitment and dedication to 
the teaching profession. 

• “Dr. Moore understand 


this is an area [business/fi¬ 
nance] that will continue to be 
a challenge for the Wayne- 
Westland Schools and re¬ 
quires a full understanding of 
school finance and a constant 
monitoring of the districts’ ex¬ 
penditures and revenues.” 

In light of Moore’s perfor¬ 
mance evaluation, the board 
unanimously approved to 
amend his 1995 contract with a 
one-year extension of the pre¬ 
vious two-year contract for a 
total of three years; award a 
two percent pay increase for 
the 1996-97 school year and the 
97-98 school year; and extend 
the same benefits the rest of 
the administrative cabinet re¬ 
ceives, therefore advancing 
Moore 15 sick days. 

“I’m gratified with the unity 
of the board,” said McCusker. 

The board agreed the pay 
increase was in line with the 
rest of the employee groups in 
the school district and com¬ 
pensation for the 1998- 99 
school year would be 
negotiable. 

“Needless to say, Dr. 
Moore’s performance warrants 
an overall outstanding evalua¬ 
tion,” stated the Wayne-West¬ 
land Board of Education. 


Tornado preparedness urged

Despite the relatively lim¬ 
ited number of tornadoes in 
Michigan last year, Romulus 
Emergency Management Coor¬ 
dinator Margaret LeDuc is urg¬ 
ing area residents to conduct 
in-home tornado awareness 
drills this month. 

Last year only 12 twisters hit 
the state, LeDuc said, down 
from an average of 16 torna¬ 
does. More twisters hit the 
northern half of the state than 
the southern half, she said. 

LeDuc urges Romulus area 
residents not to become com¬ 
placent because only three 
persons were injured in Michi¬ 
gan and a quarter of a million 
dollars in damage was re¬ 
ported in 1995. 

A total of 341 Michigan citi¬ 
zens have been killed by torna¬ 
does in the past, LeDuc said, 
and the state holds the du¬ 


bious distinction of having the 
eighth deadliest tornado in 
U.S. history in Flint in 1953. 

Thus Gov. John Engler has 
declared the week of March 
24-30 as Severe Weather 
Awareness Week in Michigan. 

“Tornadoes generally de¬ 
velop from severe thunder¬ 
storms and are more likely to 
occur when there is un¬ 
seasonably warm and humid 
air at the earth’s surface and 
cold and dry air aloft as well as 
strong upper- level jet stream 
winds. 

According to the National 
Weather Service, these condi¬ 
tions are most likely to occur 
in the spring. But a strong risk 
continues through the sum¬ 
mer. 

Although the media focuses 
its attention frequently on tor¬ 
nadoes, LaDuc said, it is im¬ 
portant to remember that 
severe thunderstorms are also 
extremely dangerous. Severe 


wind, large hail and lightning 
all need to be taken seriously, 
LeDuc warned. 

For instance three people 
died from lightning strikes last 
year and a Michigan man was 
killed on July 13, when a se¬ 
vere storm collapsed the roof 
of his barn. 

Residents must learn the 
difference between tornado 
watches and warnings, LeDuc 
reminded the public. 

A tornado watch simply 
means be alert, a tornado is 
possible in your area. 

A tornado warning however 
means seek a basement or 
some other safe place away 
from windows immediately, 
because a tornado has been 
spotted in your area. 

Make sure everyone in your 
family knows what to do in the 
event of a severe storm, LeDuc 
said, no matter whether they 
are home or away. 


Anti-well bills woted out 
of House-Senate units

The anti-injection well bill 
offered by State Rep. Greg 
Pitoniak (D- Taylor) sailed out 
of the House Conservation, En¬ 
vironment and Great Lakes 
Committee, 13-0 on Tuesday, 
hours before a companion sen¬ 
ate bill offered by Sen. Loren 
Bennett (R-Canton) suc¬ 
cessfully left the Senate Natu- 
ral Resources and 
Environmental Affairs Com¬ 
mittee. 

The bills were jointly intro¬ 
duced on March 12 in an effort 


to add another hurdle toxic 
well operators would need to 
jump over to open any com¬ 
mercial wells throughout the 
state. 

Austin Marshall, a vice 
president of Environmental 
Disposal Systems, revealed on 
Monday that EDS did not plan 
to fight the bills in the state 
legislature. 

EDS has been locked in a 
heated legal battle with Ro¬ 
mulus for the past few years 
over the potential of opening a 
non-hazardous liquid injec¬ 
tion well within the city and 


then possibly a hazardous well 
a year or more later. 

Pitoniak’s hometown of Tay¬ 
lor has actively gotten in¬ 
volved in the Romulus well 
situation, since Mayor Cam¬ 
eron Priebe and several coun¬ 
cil members became alarmed 
when EDS revealed it planned 
to change its planned well site 
to an area closer to the Taylor 
city border. 

Both area legislators said 
the bill seeks to address some 
of the loopholes in the current 
state laws.

Since the age old contro¬ 
versy over open meetings esca¬ 
lated again last week, we find 
that newspapers and govern¬ 
ments continue to look at the 
issue from different views. 

City Clerk Linda Choate in¬ 
sists she did everything she is 
instructed to do in such cases, 
namely post the meeting date 
and location at least 18 hours 
before the meeting is to be 
held and immediately notify 
each council member at their 
homes. 

Notices of the study ses¬ 
sions were delivered to all 
seven council members on Fri¬ 
day March 1, Choate said. An 
attorney representing the 
Michigan Press Association 
says that probably fulfilled the 
18-hour segment of the state’s 
Open Meetings Act. 

But the fact that the press 
was given an official letter 
from the city stating there are 
no special meetings on March 
4 and then conducted one at 
5:30 p.m. that day “if nothing 
else violates the spirit of the 
Open Meetings Act.” 

Choate said having the 
newspaper openly stating the 
meeting was illegal “plants the 
seed that the city was trying to 
hide something, which it 
didn’t” 

The issue that was dis¬ 
cussed at the study session was 
that of the alleged benefits 
package given to terminated 
city employees at the end of 
the Mayor Beverly McAnally 
administration. 

Choate also revealed that 
the city audio-tapes every city 
meeting except executive ses¬ 
sions and those meeting tapes 
are open to the press. 

Reading an official copy of 
the Open Meetings Act does 
not reveal anywhere that the 
City Clerk’s Office is to notify 
the press on such meetings, 
Choate emphasized. 

But the MPA attorney 
agreed with this writer that the 
“interpretation of the act is to 
be interpreted broadly” and 
hence the press should have 
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been notified. vi 

The concern of this writer is v - 
that more and more study ses¬ 
sions are being conducted by 
the City Council and the press 
should be aware of its cover-* 
age options. O 

One city councilman termed 
the “Post-Scripts” column 
“rather harsh” and urged this 
writer to “count to 10” when 
faced with such pressure in 
the future. 

But now knowing that tapes 
of such sessions are available * 
will help dramatically in al¬ 
lowing the press to give more 
extensive coverage to some 
critical meetings. / 

Because it is at these study 
sessions that much of the dia¬ 
logue and discussion by coun¬ 
cil members takes place. Most'» 
times when the issue reaches'* 
the floor of the (televised)"" 
council sessions, council mem¬ 
bers have pretty much made 
up their minds on the issue J 
and thus the comments are rel¬ 
atively limited. 

Mayor William Oakley said ;; 
earlier that there was no inten- ’ 
tion to eliminate the press 
from the study session. ; 

That probably is true, but • 
placing a meeting notice only •* 
in the basement of City Hall in 
this writer’s mind is not the 
most effective way to inform 
the public on a meeting.

Your local running club, the 
Belleville Breakfast Club 
Striders (BBC Striders), meet 
several times each week to run 
or walk. 

We are an affiliate of the 
Road Runners Clubs of Amer¬ 
ica. The RRCA classifies us as 
a “small club,” meaning that 
we have fewer than 200 mem¬ 
bers. That’s fine with us. We 
like the convenience of meet¬ 
ing near our homes, and the 
pleasure of running with 
neighbors and friends. At the 
risk of appearing to boast, we 
believe that “good things come 
in small packages.” 

Many Striders attended the 
1995 RRCA National Conven¬ 
tion in Washington D.C., and 
will be active at the 1996 
RRCA Convention in Knox¬ 
ville. Our President, Patty La- 
Cross, is now the Michigan 
Representative. She just re¬ 
turned from a regional meet¬ 
ing of state representatives. 
Though we are completing 
with clubs three times our size, 
our newsletter, edited by Sue 
Wade, has received the Cen¬ 
tral Region award for small 
clubs for five recent years. We 
are proud of this national rec¬ 
ognition. 

Recently, Striders Pat and 
Ken LaCross, Phil and Sue 
Wade, Sridar Lakshmanan, 
Jim and Diane Patton, Frank 
Mosier, Ray Pilon, and this 
writer were discussing the 
challenge and pleasures of 
running in far places. In Michi¬ 
gan, we have run races in Bat¬ 
tle Creek, Grand Rapids, 
Traverse City, at Pictured 
Rocks National Lakeshore, 
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Hartwick Pines State Park, on 
Mackinac Island, and infor¬ 
mally on Drummond Island. 

Away from Michigan, we 
have run races in Ohio, Minne¬ 
sota, Canada, Alabama, Geor¬ 
gia, and Florida. Illustrative 
race names include the Rat¬ 
tlesnake Ramble, the George 
C. Wallace Circle K, the Bar¬ 
bara Mandrel 10K, the Azalea 
10K, and the Siesta Kay Sun 
Run. 

But most of our far-away 
runs are not in organized 
races. We just run for exercise. 
We have left footprints all over 
Florida beaches, including 
Key West. One of us ran each 
day of his vacation along Bour¬ 
bon Street in New Orleans, 
checking out restaurants and 
jazz bands for later in the day. 

At Corpus Cristi, Texas, the 
inspiration was to race to the 
end of a stretch of beach be¬ 
fore said beach disappeared 
as the rising tide swept toward 
a rocky breakwater. Farther 
West, a pack of coyotes fright¬ 
ened one of us while she was 
on a mountain trail high above 
Albuquerque. The problem on 
a lonely Arizona byway was to 
avoid putting a foot through 
the rails of the cattle guards. 

A few years ago, a Strider 
couple and 40 other runners 
were among the passengers on 
a Caribbean Cruise. The run¬ 
ners were first to debark each 
day, and they ran on Grenada, 
St. Thomas, Barbados, Martini¬ 
que, and in Puerto Rico. 

Across the Atlantic, a 
Strider enjoyed sight-seeing 
runs in England. He marveled 
at a 500 year old bridge that 
the locals just took for granted. 
On the Continent, a female 
Strider especially enjoyed a 
race in a small town in Fin¬ 
land. Back then, in the 80’s, wo¬ 
men in Finland apparently 
hadn’t run very much, so in a 
local race our Strider found 
herself so far ahead that she 
feared she had strayed off the 
route.

In order 
to accommodate the feds, the Council and 
the mayor are asking voters to approve a 
5.5 mill tax increase. 

Our Inkster reporter, Tom Mooradian 
came out with both barrels last week, pro¬ 
claiming that the City ought to fight the 
feds on this issue.

Inkster needs to listen to Tom when he 
says: “They have us — the taxpayers — 
blindfolded, standing up at the wall, ready 
to pull thd trigger.

Well story retold 

To the editor. 

Like Austin Marshall and Do¬ 
lores Witzgall, I am a firm believ¬ 
er in examining “all the facts: 
about the EDS injection well is¬ 


sue, so both of the above should 
“welcome” my continued discus¬ 
sion of the many facts left un¬ 
said. 

Marshall said “the state per¬ 
mit for the well was issued on 7- 
30-91.” But, Marshall failed to 
mention the MDNR inter-office 
memo preceeding the permit, 
dated 429-91 which stated, “...If 
we cannot demonstrate that we 
have performed at least the min¬ 
imum security checks...we (GSD 
and MDNR) will suffer severe 
criticism. That we have neither 
the funds nor the personnel to 
carry out these respnsibilites is, 
I am afraid, an argument which 
will be lost in the subsequent en¬ 
vironmentalist rhetoric.” 

And then the MDNR permit 
was issued three months later 
anyway, and with no public hear¬ 
ing for the City of Romulus. 

I believe Marshall was incor¬ 
rect when he stated “the federal 
permit was issued 10-8-91.” The 
copy I have enclosed is dated 10- 
27-91 

And, no, Mayor McAnally did 
not inform EDS about her timely 
(8-28-91) letter to Dave Werback 
(the EPA permit-giver). McAnal¬ 
ly was waiting for a response 
from Werbach before informing 
EDS. 

Werbach never did respond 
to McAnally's letter, and again 
there were no public hearings 
for Romulus, and the permit was 
given two months later anyway, 
on 10-27-91. But, I would like to 
ask Marshall, did Werbach con¬ 
tact EDS regarding McAnally’s 
letter dated 8-28-91? And, if so, 
what was said, and why didn’t 


EDS notify Romulus? I find it al¬ 
most impossible to believe that 
Werbach didn’t contract at feast 
one of the principals involved. 

The other sentence men¬ 
tioned in McAnally’s 8-28-91 let¬ 
ter, which stated: “Please be ad¬ 
vised that at its regular meeting, 
held 8-26-91, the Romulus City 
Council adopted a resolution to 
rescind Resolution No. 90-589, 
due to changes in the corporate 
entities involved.” 

What Witzgall fails to mention 
is what McAnally meant when 
she wrote “due to changes in the 
corporate entities involved. 

McAnally personally told me 
that it was “amid the flurry of 
lawsuits between Doug Wick- 
lund and Bob Ryan, (the original 
well partners), one party' suing 
the other,” in 1991, that she rec¬ 
ommended to the City Council 
that they rescind the resolution. 
And now, EDS is suing the City of 
Romulus. 

Answer the question I asked 
in my last letter, “Was EDS ad¬ 
vised by their attorneys that it; 
could be risky proceeding with 
their expensive project, when 
McAnally had been instrumen¬ 
tal in getting the’original resolu¬ 
tion rescinded, and had tried to 
prevent the EPA’s permit from 
being approved?” Yes, or no? 
And if not, why not? 

Marshall alludes to lot of 
“conversations" and “talking” 
going on between EDS, their at¬ 
torneys, McAnally, and Barry 
Seifman. But, I don’t believe 
McAnally’s or Seifman’s jurisdic-

doesn’t have all the answers 


I’m troubled by many as¬ 
pects of Dr. Jack Kevorkian’s 
assisted suicide crusade, and I 
believe our society must find a 
better way to deal with suffer¬ 
ing and pain than by making 
suicide a regular part of a 
“treatment” plan. 

On one hand, I can under¬ 
stand the despair and despon¬ 
dency that those suffering 
from terminal illnesses must 
feel, and I can sympathize with 
the feelings of their families 
who stand by helplessly while 
a loved one suffers with no 
hope of recovery. 

However, I wonder whether 
an effective administration of 
pain relieving medications 
would allow a more comfort¬ 
able end to life, without the in¬ 
tervention of a “suicide 
machine.” 

With the proliferation of 
drugs and medical procedures 



to prolong life, why can’t the 
medical profession find ways -- 
without artificially ending life 
- to make the lives of the ter¬ 
minally ill more comfortable? 

In addition, a supportive 
family and caring friends can 
do much to alleviate the de¬ 
spair that would drive some to 
seek to end their lives. Often, it 
is the despair of loneliness 
and the feeling of being an un¬ 
wanted burden that prompts 
thoughts of suicide rather than 
the illness itself. 

There have been so-called 


medical miracles recorded re¬ 
cently, such as the police offi¬ 
cer who awoke after a seven- 
year coma. Did someone con¬ 
sider “pulling the plug” on him 
after four or five years in a co¬ 
matose state? 

I wonder if his wife’s friends 
told her to “get a life” and stop 
worrying about a hopeless sit¬ 
uation, and if she was re¬ 
minded about the high cost of 
maintaining her comatose hus¬ 
band. 

After all, health care is a 
dollar and cents business to¬ 
day, and we are often re¬ 
minded how expensive it is to 
extend life. 

Evidence of the declining 
value of the elderly, in my 
view, is the growing popularity 
of pre-planned funerals. Al¬ 
though funeral directors will 
not confirm my theory, I be¬ 


lieve that in this selfish soci¬ 
ety, many of the elderly are 
concerned that their survivors 
will purchase a new Corvette 
rather than allocate money for 
a dignified funeral for them. 

When the expense of illness 
begins to eat into the savings of 
the elderly, will Dr. Kev¬ 
orkian’s phone number be put 
on the speed dial of the dying? 
Will books about the Hemlock 
Society be placed at their bed¬ 
sides? Will they be reminded 
how their bank accounts are 
dwindling, how costly their 
treatment is and how little will 
be left for their survivors? 

And, will the brochure for 
the new Corvette be carelessly 
left in the sick room?

State, county face off on road money

When Governor John Engler 
tried pulling the rug from un¬ 
der Wayne County’s and other 
local government’s federal 
road money, Deputy County 
Executive Mike Duggan didn’t 
fall down. 

He took a big risk. 

He persuaded Southeastern 
Michigan Council of Govern¬ 
ment (SEMCOG) to stand tall 
against the governor’s move to 
cut $70 million from federally 


funded 1996 local road pro¬ 
jects, including $8 million 
from Wayne County. At the 
same time, the state raised its 
share from $282 million to $292 
million. 

Engler blamed the reduc¬ 
tion on the state’s failure to en¬ 
act a gasoline tax. 

This angereM Duggan be¬ 
cause it reduced local govern¬ 
ment’s share to 14 percent 
instead of the traditional 75-25 
split. 

“We’re going to continue to 
Fight to get a quality road pro¬ 


gram,” said Duggan. 

But, the risk is he could lose 
all the road money. 

Duggan hatched a strategy, 
originally supported by De¬ 
troit Mayor Dennis Archer and 
Oakland County Executive 
Brooks Patterso, then passed 
by SEMCOG. The regional or¬ 
ganization rejected the gover¬ 
nor’s plan, then passed 
another that would permit the 
state to get a disproportionate 
share of the money in 1996. But 
in 1997, the local governments 
would get the lion’s share. 


This means that unless the 
state agrees to the SEMCOG 
plan, nobody gets any money. 

“The governor and I need 
each other, so I’m hopeful the 
governor will accept our pro¬ 
posal. If not, we’re going to sit 
down and work something 
out,” Duggan said. 

“I’m not happy with the de¬ 
cision. If we lose on this, it will 
hurt the entire region. All our 
federal money could go down a 
pothole,” said SEMCOG Chair¬ 
person Joan Buser.

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Two Michigan House Demo 
crats, citing the deplorable 
conditions of Michigan’s road¬ 
ways, have announced a con¬ 
test to find the best pothole in 
the state: the Governor John 
Engler Honorary Pothole Con¬ 
test.

“And 
I would expect that there are 
plenty of stories worth sharing 
out there!”

Rep. Kilpatrick, Democratic 
vice-chair of the Appropria¬ 
tions Transportation subcom¬ 
mittee, said the contest — and 
the naming of the winning pot¬ 
hole after the Governor -- are 
intended to bring attention to 
the critical condition of our 
roads, which Democrats be¬ 
lieve has been exacerbated by 
the Republican administra¬ 
tion. 

“Back in October, the Gover¬ 
nor announced his plans for 
taking $192 million in federal 
transportation dollars from 
cities and counties in order to 
finance state highway pro¬ 
jects,” Rep. Kilpatrick said. 
“Michigan has spent an in¬ 
credibly small amount of 


money on its roads and it 
shows.

According to report issued 
in September of 1995 by Public 
Sector Consultants, Michigan 
ranked 49th in the nation in 
highway spending.

Soundproofing efforts to begin

Efforts to soundproof Ro¬ 
mulus and Huron Township 
homes near Metropolitan Air¬ 
port should begin soon now 
that an architectural and engi¬ 
neering sendees contract has 
been signed by Wayne County 
government, Commissioner 
Bruce Patterson (R-Canton) re¬ 
vealed earlier this week. 

Affected homes also in 
Wayne, Westland, Taylor and 
Dearborn Heights will be 
treated via this effort, Patter¬ 
son said. 

The contract was made with 
Ghafari Associates at a cost of 
$1,152,541 over the next two 
years, Patterson said. 

The pact signing begins the 
process of affording relief to 
residents of those areas 
around the airport, Patterson 
said, which have been sub¬ 
jected to noise following air 
traffic re-routing in December 
1992. The offer is being made 
to those who wish to remain in

their homes rather than sell¬ 
ing them. 

Highlights of the contract 
show that the county will use 
revenues received from both 
Passenger Facility Charges 
(PFCs) collected by the air¬ 
lines from the traveling public 
and federal grants designated 
for this type of activity. 

The base design fee will be 
$3,000 with an additional $600 
per unit added for those 
homes that require asbestos or 
lead based paint mitigation. 

Patterson said 20 homeo¬ 
wners have expressed an in¬ 
terest in participating in the 
program. Up to 200 homes 
could be treated in the next 24 
months if the owners so desire, 
Patterson explained. The 
schedule calls for 75 homes to 
be treated this year and 125 in 
1977. 


The price of the sound¬ 
proofing will not cost the ho¬ 
meowners a cent, Patterson 
said, but the total cost to the 
county could be up to $25,000 
per home. 

A time factor of 90 days from 
the time a home is listed until 
the work is completed is now 
being set. 

Patterson said the in-home 
disruption period will nor¬ 
mally be a week or less. 

Patterson and the Ed 
McNamara administration 
have been at odds on the 
speed of this project. The com¬ 
missioner said “I have been 
fighting to get the county to 
abide by its agreements and 
commitments since I took of¬ 
fice in January 1995. “While I 
wasn’t there when all the 
promises were made, I am 
going to keep fighting for the 
people to get the benefits they 
were promised. It may not be a 
perfect step, but it is a start.

Lure of marshlands 
draw kids to museum

During the spring and sum¬ 
mer months, the junior mem¬ 
bers of the Huron Valley 
Conservation Association 
(HVCA) spend their activity 
days fishing, camping, cooking 
out or enjoying the outdoors. 

But, with the temperatures 
hovering at the below-freezing 
mark last weekend, the HVCA 
members arranged an outing 
at the Marshlands Museum at 
Lake Erie Metropark where a 
lot of outdoor lore and history 
can be enjoyed indoors - away 
from the frigid temperatures. 

Interpreters Gerald Wykes 
and Paul Cypher guided the 
group through the exhibits and 
shared their knowledge of the 
rich history of the area. 

“We are located on the site 
of a War of 1812 battlefield. We 
have a 200-acre nature study 
area which includes marshes, 
fields and a wood lot and a 
great deal of waterfowl and 
wildlife,” said Wykes. “I can 
start talking about the native 
people who lived here 10,000 
years ago and continue 
through the present -- there is 
an endless history to study. I 
particularly find the days of 
the French trappers and the 
War of 1812 period very inter¬ 
esting ones.” 

The park site, which is lo¬ 
cated on Lake Erie at the 
mouth of the Huron River, has 
figured prominently in Michi¬ 
gan history. 

Wykes noted that the park 
was officially opened last year, 
but he spent two years prior to 
that time in preparations. 

“We’re not done yet, but we 
hope to finish Phase II by the 


end of summer,” Wykes said. 
“It will be a continuation of 
present exhibits and include 
ice fishing, trapping, fishing, 
the War of 1812 and native 
Americans.” 

Currently, visitors are at¬ 
tracted by the 1,300-gallon 
Great Lakes aquarium and the 
Muskrat Club children’s activ¬ 
ity center. In addition, a his¬ 
tory of waterfowl hunting is 
brought to life with artifacts 
and photographs featuring all 
phases from boats to decoys. In 
one area of the museum, a 
large diorama depicts the 
marsh horizon of the past set 
under an autumn sky. 

“The kids really enjoy the 
hands-on activities in the 
Muskrat Club area, especially 
because many of the other ex¬ 
hibits are behind glass, and 
this gives them an opportunity 
to play in the make-believe in¬ 
door marsh,” Wykes said. 

Jonathan Nabozny, 3, Chris¬ 
topher Kellner, 6, Jonathan 
Truran, 5, and Autumn Drago, 
11, all with the HVCA group, 
spent a good portion of their 
visit in the Muskrat Club cen¬ 
ter. 

“We’ve got a loyal group of 
people who attend our 7 a.m. 
Crack ‘O Dawn Coffee Club. We 
meet for coffee and doughnuts 
and a leisurely morning na¬ 
ture stroll. If there’s snow on 
the ground, we look for animal 
tracks, and if it rains, we stay 
inside and talk about the up¬ 
coming spring wildflowers,” 
Wykes said.

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Lake Erie Metropark provides unique features

Located on more than three 
miles of shoreline, the 1,600- 
acre Lake Erie Metropark is 
one of the newest parks in the 
Huron-Clinton Metropark Sys¬ 
tem. 

Plans for the park began 
more than 20 years ago with 
land acquisition continuing 
for several years. The HCMA 
Board of Commissioners ap¬ 
proved the concept for the 
park in 1961 and selected its 
name four years later. 

The site was selected be¬ 
cause of its access to Lake Erie 
and could provide a boat 
launch and marina. 

The Lake Erie Marshlands 
Museum and Nature Center, 
which opened last year, inter¬ 
prets the rich cultural and nat¬ 
ural heritage of the down river 
and Lake Erie shore region. 
The facility features exhibits 
of the waterfowl hunting tradi-

tion, folk ways and marshlands 
ecology. A 1,300-gallon aquar¬ 
ium showcases regional fish 
species, and loop trains reach 
out from the building for visi¬ 
tors to explore the marsh and 
shoreline. 

One of the popular attrac¬ 
tions to the park is the Wave 
Action Swimming Pool, or the 
“Great Wave,” which provides 
waves up to three feet. During 
the swimming season, the pool 
is open from 9:30 am. to 8 p.m. 
daily. A children’s area adja¬ 
cent to the swimming pool 
complex has a nautical theme 
and several court games are 
located near the pool, includ¬ 
ing basketball and tennis 
courts. 

A new 6,400-yard golf course 
opened in the spring of 1994. 


The main entrance to the 
park is on West Jefferson, bet¬ 
ween Woodruff Road and 
Huron River Drive. Traveling 
south on the Interstate-75 free¬ 
way, visitors exit at 29-A and 
proceed east to the park en¬ 
trance.

A few tips can keep cruise passengers from making waves

Cruise ships today are like 
floating hotels with all of the 
amenities and services that 
one could expect from a first- 
class hotel. 

In addition, cruise ships 
have the added advantage of 
allowing passengers to visit 
many different ports while re¬ 
siding in the same quarters - 
multiple packing and unpack¬ 
ing is not required during the 
trip because you are based in 
the same stateroom. 

First-time cruise pas¬ 
sengers will find information 
booklets from their cruise 
lines will provide most of the 
tips needed to have an enjoy¬ 
able trip. 

A few often-asked questions 
are ‘answered below: 

What clothing should I bring? 
It’s best to travel light. It’s un¬ 
likely that your cruise mates 
will notice if you wear the 
same shorts twice or if you 
wear the same tie to both for¬ 


mal dinners. Pack casual at¬ 
tire, a swim suit, rubber-soled 
shoes, jacket or sweater for 
cool evenings plus a formal 
dress or dark suit for the Cap¬ 
tain’s Cocktail Party and the 
Farewell Dinner. It’s best to 
bring non-wrinkle fabrics, if 
possible. 

How much money should I 
bring? Probably not as much 
as you might imagine. Most 
ships extend credit card ser¬ 
vices, so you can use an on¬ 
board card and have it billed 
to a major credit card. In addi¬ 
tion, personal checks (up to 
$250 in most cases) can be 
cashed. Bring traveler’s checks 
and some cash for souvenirs in 
ports. 

Do I need a passport? You 

need proof of citizenship 
(passport, picture identifica¬ 
tion, birth certificate or copy 
of birth certificate with a 
raised seal) in most areas if 
you are a U.S. citizen. Non- cit¬ 
izens must have a valid pass¬ 
port and a valid multiple re¬ 
entry visa. 


What is included In my air/ 
sea package? Of course, the air 
fare and cabin and all meals 
plus complimentary 24-hour 
room service. Also, the use of 
shipboard facilities like the 
spa, swimming pools, enter¬ 
tainment events, duty-free on¬ 
board shopping, midnight buf¬ 
fets and Captain’s cocktail and 
dinner parties. 

What do I have to pay for my¬ 
self? Beverages from the bar, 
tobacco products, services of 
the beauty salon, photos by the 
ship photographer, shore ex¬ 
cursions, gambling and 
gratuities. 

How do I know how much to 
tip for services? Gratuities are 
customarily given on the last 
evening of the cruise. It is rec¬ 
ommended that the room stew¬ 
ard and the waiter each 
receive $3 per person per day 
and the bus boy $1.50 per per¬ 
son per day. The maitre d’ and 
head waiter may be tipped at 
the guests’ discretion. Bar 
waiters and deck stewards, for 
example, receive an automatic 


15 percent of the bill when ser¬ 
vice is rendered. 

What if I become ill at sea? It 
is unlikely that passengers will 
become seasick because 
cruise ships are equipped with 
stabilizers which are designed 
to keep the ship smooth and 
steady in the water. One 
wonders if reported cases of 
“seasickness” might be due to 
overindulging in food or bever¬ 
ages rather than the motion of 
the ship. A qualified physician 
and nurse are on 24-hour call, 
and regular infirmary hours 
are listed. Passengers who re¬ 
quire medication are advised 
to carry it with them in their 
pocket or purse so that it will 
be available when needed. 

What activities are available 
aboard ship? Although shop¬ 
ping seems to be the most pop¬ 
ular on-board activity, cruise 
passengers can exercise at the 
spa, play deck games, visit the 
casino, play bingo and Keeno 
plus swim and sun bathe. 

What if I don’t like the food 
that is served? The waiter is 


more than happy to bring an 
alternate dish -- that is his job! 
In fact, many menus include 
options such as chicken or 
steak along with five or six 
main entrees. Everyone on 
board a cruise ship is dedi¬ 
cated to providing good ser¬ 
vice and satisfying the guests, 
so there is never any problem 
in requesting a sample of 
something on the menu or ask¬ 
ing for a second helping of an 
entree or an additional des¬ 
sert. Because the meals are 
very ample, there is little 
chance not being satisfied af¬ 
ter a meal. 


Will I have a language prob¬ 
lem In foreign ports? Almost ev¬ 
eryone speaks English. Shop 
owners want to do business 
with cruise passengers, and so 
they learn their languages. 
However, it would be nice to 
use a bit of your high school 
Spanish or French on the ap¬ 
propriate islands as a good 
will gesture.

Mimms, a two-time Subur¬ 
ban Athletic Conference 
champ, carved out a 7-3 victory 
over his opponent in the 130- 
pound class.

Erik the Red is here: New Volvo 850 arrives 


A wolf in sheep’s clothing? 
More like Eric the Red in metal 
clad armor. Volvo’s newest 
variation on the 850 Turbo 

- theme, the 850 R, hit American 

- shores in late January. Tight, 
agile, quick and with all of 
Volvo’s safety features, this 
newest Volvo continues, the 
tradition of building formida- 

■ ble, Eurosport sedans and 
unique, fun-to-drive Sports 
Wagons. 

Engine 

The 850 R’s 2.3 liter, five- 
cylinder engine has a rated 
output of 240 horsepower, that 
is 18 horsepower above the 850 
Turbo model. This higher level 
of engine performance is 
achieved through the re¬ 
programming of the engine 
management system. The new 
performance program allows 
for momentary turbo boost 
pressure to increase from 9.6 
pounds per square inch (psi) to 
10.9 psi. during full throttle ac¬ 
celeration for approximately 7 
seconds. Media reports have 
said the 240 hp, engine, 
“...pulls hard enough to pull 
your lower back deep into the 
driver’s seat,” while reporting 
0-60 times as low as 6.0 sec¬ 
onds. 

Transmission, tires and sus¬ 

pension 

Volvo’s patented four-speed 
automatic transmission has 
three selector modes for carry¬ 
ing the 240 horsepower to the 
wheels during varying driving 
conditions. Sport mode com¬ 
bines the shifting characteris¬ 
tics of a manual transmission 
with the ease of an automatic 
transmission. Each gear shift 
is held longer to take maxi¬ 


mum advantage of the avail¬ 
able horsepower and down¬ 
shifts briskly in quick acceler¬ 
ation “passing” situations. 
Volvo engineers worked over¬ 
time to program a true 
“driver’s” shifting pattern. 
Each shift seems to occur ex¬ 
actly on time, almost a “think 
and it shall be done” kind of 
feeling. 

Economy mode takes advan¬ 
tage of combined engine out¬ 
put and unique shift points 
that maximize fuel economy 
while still delivering an excel¬ 
lent level of performance.

cial edition 850. Inspired by 
the look of Volvo’s British 
Touring Car Championship en¬ 
tries, this wheel and tire pack¬ 
age provides a strong link to 
the “R’s” performance lineage.

Equity issue exists with women in 
science, engineering careers

Significant changes by re¬ 
search institutions and the 
funding agencies that support 
their work will be necessary 
before women in scientific and 
technical fields can achieve 
equity with their male col¬ 
leagues, according to a policy 
report released by the Cross 
University Research in Engi¬ 
neering and Science (CURIES) 
group. 

The report includes five key 
recommendations for re¬ 
searches and policy-makers 
which were developed during 
a 1994 conference coordinated 
by the CURIES working group 
of scholars from Carnegie- 
Mellon University, the Univer¬ 
sity of Michigan, the Univer¬ 
sity of Washington and 
Wellesley College. The confer¬ 
ence was funded by the Alfred 
P. Sloan Foundation. 

“To become an enabler, not 
a roadblock, to the participa¬ 
tion of women in science and 
technology, we believe that in¬ 
stitutions need to change in 
fundamental way s,” said Carol 
S. Holleshead, director of the 
U-M Center for the Education 
of Women, which administered 
the project. Hollenshead is 


one of seven authors for the 
CURIES report titled “The Eq¬ 
uity Agenda: Women in Sci¬ 
ence, Mathematics and 
Engineering.” 

“In the old days, we be¬ 
lieved that if we taught women 
the rules, they would suc¬ 
ceed,” said Cinda-Sue Davis, 
co-author of the report and di¬ 
rector of the Women in Sci¬ 
ence and Engineering 
Program at the U-M Center for 
the Education of Women. 
“Then we began to realize that 
the problem is not so much 
that women need to change the 
way they approach science, 
but that institutions them¬ 
selves need to change.” 

The five major recommen¬ 
dations made by CURIES are 
as follows: 


• Focus on institutional 
change to achieve gender eq¬ 
uity in science, mathematics 
and engineering. 

Move from an emphasis on 
research to a focus on action 
and accountability. 

• Reframe problems and so¬ 
lutions to recognize the issue 
of diversity of people in sci¬ 
ence, mathematics and 
engineering. 

• Revise our view of the 
standard linear pipeline of sci¬ 
ence and engineering educa¬ 
tion and allow numerous 
possible entry points. 

• Give top priority to sus¬ 
tainable improvements that 
become integral to institu¬ 
tional operations. This is espe¬ 
cially important given the 
limited resources of time, en¬ 
ergy and funding available.

Viper GTS 
to pace 
Indy 500

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College researches ‘health’ of Michigan’s downtowns 


-While some small down¬ 
towns in Michigan are failing 
eoonomically, unable to com¬ 
pete with larger and more 
prosperous cities and metro¬ 
politan areas, an Eastern 
Michigan University professor 
believes a study he completed 
pinpoints what it takes to save 
afld revitalize downtowns. 

. Dr. Norman Tyler, associate 
professor in EMU’s Depart¬ 
ment of Geography and Geol¬ 
ogy, has spend more than 10 
years researching Michigan’s 
small downtowns and has com¬ 
pleted a study of the down¬ 
towns of 16 Michigan cities 
with populations of 5,000 to 
20,000, detailing the factors 
that make them healthy. 

Tyler’s study included Al¬ 
bion, Alpena, Big Rapids, Cad¬ 
illac, Coldwater, Dowagiac, 
Hillsdale, Howell, Ionia, 
Lapeer, Manistee, Marshall, 
Owosso, South Haven, Sturgis 
and Tecumseh. The study fea¬ 


tures a “downtown health in¬ 
dex,” which rates each city’s 
downtown and is based on an 
assessment and evaluation of 
its strengths. 

According to Tyler, small 
downtown city officials and 
merchants often support 
spending money on parking 
and improving sidewalks, new 
lighting and banners - things 
unrelated to improving the 
health of the downtown. 

“They spend money on 
these things because they’re 
what voters can see and iden¬ 
tify with. They essentially be¬ 
come distracted by the 
political needs to have some¬ 
thing to show, as opposed to 
spending money to try to re¬ 
cruit certain businesses. 
That’s an effort for which, even 
if successful, results aren’t as 
effective as actually building 
something. Too often, the ef¬ 
forts at revitalization are pri¬ 
marily efforts to build

monuments to the person who 
has the money at the time.” 

TVler said his study reveals 
that many downtowns haven’t 
recognized that the types of 
businesses in the downtown 
reflect how health or un¬ 
healthy it is. “What small 
downtowns need is a variety of 
unique stores that offer items 
not readily available at the 
larger, more well known stores 
which offer heavy discounts 
and large selection. 

“Attitude also has a definite 
impact on the way small down¬ 
town business owners run 
their operation. If one or two 
local businesses can set a posi¬ 
tive example, many more usu¬ 


ally will follow.” 

Tyler believes the study pro¬ 
vides a new and insightful look 
at downtown revitalization. 
“The study shows that historic 
preservation is only one part 
of revitalization. The study 
also proves there are other fac¬ 
tors that are more important 
than simply saving the build¬ 
ings - factors other than just 
new signs and a fresh coat of 
paint.” 

According to Tyler, the city’s 
employment rate is an impor¬ 
tant factor relevant to its 
health. “If you want to save a 
downtown, one of the best 
ways is to save the local indus¬ 
try. If people have jobs, there

is a direct relationship bet¬ 
ween employment rates and 
the downtown’s health. Many 
cities might be better off by 
saving jobs, rather than build¬ 
ing parking lots and park 
benches.” 

Tyler’s interest in downtown 
revitalization grew out of a 
study he completed on Union- 
town, Pa., where he worked as 
an architect/planner/historian. 
After moving back to Michi¬ 
gan, Tyler began researching 
smaller Michigan cities, citing 
the fact that most research in¬ 
volving cities is done on large 
metropolitan areas. 

When Tyler first looked for 
flata on saving the downtowns 
of small cities, he said he 
found very little. He began his 
research during the 1980s, sur¬ 
veying eight Michigan cities, 
all with relatively small popu¬ 
lations. That study was then 
doubled to include 16 cities 
and the health index rating. 

“The real heart of the study 


is the comparisons that are- 
produced, not simply the in¬ 
dex rating. While Albion re¬ 
ceived a very low rating, many-5 
individuals from Albion told'3 
me that instead of finding fault -l 
with the study, they found HfH 
helpful and insightful. Their ; ' 
attitude was, ‘We’ve got some'C* 
trouble here and we’d better-': 
start addressing these issues a-*- 
little more directly than we 
have in the past.’ While they-'-' 
were most likely a little embark >s 
rassed by the low rating, they'* 
started to take action, which is 
a positive step toward im-*‘ 
provement.” - ;*
